SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Last year’s Town Meeting voted down the appropriation for handicap access to the Town Hall. 
The Selectmen are re-proposing the article because we feel the concept was supported last year; 
however, the siting of the ramp was inappropriate for our Town Hall. Several alternative locations 
for the ramp are being proposed this year which, hopefully, are more in keeping with the historic 
nature of the building. 


The Fire Committee appointed at last year’s Town Meeting made its final report to the 
townspeople on July 25th at a meeting with very good attendance. Basically, the report outlined 
four alternatives to the town concerning options for fire protection. They were: 


1. Continue to contract services from Franconia and Sugar Hill 

2. Continue to contract services from Franconia and Sugar Hill and establish 
a contingency fund to cover costs of large expensive fires. 

3. Establish an Easton Fire Department in accordance with Twin State 
Mutual Aid requirements. 

4. Increase Easton’s participation in present contract protection by voluntary 
involvement of Easton residents as members of the Franconia and Sugar Hill 


Fire Departments. Straw poll votes cast at the July 25th meeting yielded the 
following results: 


Alternative 1 4% 
Alternative 2 59% 
Alternative 3 33% 
Alternative 4 4% 


Therefore, the Selectmen have placed on the warrant an article establishing a reserve fund to be 
used for cost overruns on large fires or to purchase fire-fighting equipment when the need 
becomes necessary. 


Another budget item which warrants discussion is the establishment of reserve fund for town- 
wide property reappraisal. With the on-going building surge, there is a widening gap between the 
taxes assessed on newer homes and taxes on older homes. Beyond that the NH Department of 
Revenue Administration mandates reappraisals in every town on a periodic basis. Easton’s 
assessment ratio has been decreasing about 8% per year with the 1983 ratio set at 63%. The last 
town-wide reappraisal was conducted in 1970 with a current price estimated at $15,000. By 
setting aside a portion of this cost each year, the town will have the funds in-hand when a state 
mandated reappraisal is ordered. 


Several other news updates include the proposed elimination of Easton from the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency’s Flood Insurance Program. This means that no homeowners in 
Easton will be eligible to receive flood insurance on their property. 


New environmental regulations are causing our solid waste disposal costs to increase 
dramatically. Recycling will help to reduce these increases but a significant rise in our contract 
disposal arrangement is expected. The price per ton for disposal at the Sanborn Landfill in 
Bethlehem doubled this year. A three year contract is expected so subsequent yearly increases 
should be minimal. 


As you may note, the welfare budget this year has taken a considerable jump. This is in direct 
response to one of our needy citizens. This money will be used primarily for transportation of a 
handicapped individual to and from institutionalized care. 


We would like to thank all the Town Officers and Fire Committee members for the time and 
effort they have spent on Town Business over the last year. We would also like to extend our 
gracious thanks to the Kinsman Valley’s Ladies Club for the wonderful holiday party that was so 
well organized and prepared.

PLANNING BOARD 


Benefiting from a quiet time (one subdivision in the past year and a half), the Board looked over 
its Subdivision Regulations, solicited ideas for improvement from the Selectmen and Road 
Agent, held work sessions and a public hearing, and voted to adopt a revised set of Regulations. 
These should help to insure continued quality development in Town. 


The Board also began to preparea Master Plan for Easton. State law now requires that a town’s 
zoning ordinance be consistent with a master plan.

We held a public meeting in October to talk about the 
purposes of the Plan and its value to our small town, and to obtain ideas and volunteers to help. A 
lot of progress, we hope, can be made this coming year. 


The Planning Board is really just a small group of citizens trying to represent the Town in land 
subdivision and development issues. We sincerely welcome everyone’s participation in preparing 
the Master Plan, and in making suggestions on other aspects of land development. As always, our 
monthly meetings are open to the public.

At our first 
meeting of March 24th our goals were formed and we went to work. I would like to thank all the 
members who worked many hours to put the “Fire Protection Report” together.

As a result of this report an Article is in the warrant asking for a contingency fund to cover the 
expense of large fires. Any surplus can be accumulated in a Fire Protection Contingency Fund to 
help start a Fire Department for Easton. The town is growing and a Fire Department must be 
considered in the near future. The $2,000.00 asked for in the Article is a minimum amount. I do not 
feel that the $2,000.00 a year is going to be sufficient to pay for the cost of a major fire or fires and 
have a surplus large enough to be of much help in starting a Fire Department. 


Home safety is a must. Please take the time to check your wiring, gas heaters and vents, oil 
furnaces, small appliances and wood heaters. Wood stoves can be attributed to the majority of fires 
in Easton in the past, so be sure your wood stoves and furnaces are properly installed with the 
correct clearance at the back, sides and bottom. Have a large enough protective floor covering in 
front of stove doors to protect the floor from falling ashes and sparks when tending the stove. 


Finally, I would like to remind you to inspect smoke detectors and keep them in good working 
condition. They do an important job in insuring fire safety in your home.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 90 years ago. This early 
law set in place a cooperative forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the 
ground is free of snow, without the written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This 
law also stated that anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable for the 
damage caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remained unchanged. All open 
fires when the ground is not covered with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire 
Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for damages 
caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our nationally recognized 
annual forest fire loss record.

GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


Grafton County Commissioners submit the following report in a continued effort to 
communicate with you on a more direct basis. 


The county fiscal year 1985 tax rate to towns increased by 6.76%, mainly due to increased 
liabilities and mandates for services. One reason is that the child placement budget has escalated 
from $40,000 in fiscal year 1982 to over $250,000 in fiscal year 1985. These costs area direct result 
of RSA 169 when towns succeeded in getting laws changed to place financial responsibility on the 
counties. Also, the settlement statute, RSA 164, was changed regarding accumulating days for 
settlement, so that once the County has liability, the liability now remains with the County 
indefinitely. In addition, as experienced by towns and cities, the cost of nursing care has rapidly 
increased because of reduced federal and state funding, and will continue to increase at the local 
level with property taxes funding more of these services in the future. 


We anticipate some budget relief with the new unified court system as soon as total costs of the 
court operations are fully funded by the State as intended in the legislation. 


Because of the increasing unfunded mandated services and the unknown nature of federal and 
state participation in those mandated services, it becomes more difficult each year to budget ina 
realistic manner - a problem shared in common with towns and cities. 


We are continuing energy conservation measures, with appreciable cost savings to the 
taxpayers. Window modification, with a five year payback, is one of our long term conservation 
measures, as well as modification to the heating control system. 


Correctional needs and facilities are continually monitored and reviewed to comply with 
current standards and regulations. Studies have been completed and new construction was not 
recommended at this time. 


In accordance with federal revenue sharing requirements, all county facilities and services are 
regularly reviewed for compliance with handicap regulations. 


The Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings every Monday and encourage public 
attendance. Grafton County budget is processed through May and June and the Commissioners 
welcome input and strongly recommend your attendance at the public hearing normally held in 
mid-June.

The 6.76% increase in County tax requirement (rate) converts to a 20% increase to the Town of 
Easton’s tax liability to Grafton County because the level of assessment or equalization factor in 
the Town of Easton dropped from 74% in 1982 to 63% in 1983 resulting in an increase in equalized 
value and accordingly an increase in the Town of Easton’s apportionment rate. 
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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL REPORT 


Calendar year 1984 saw the North Country Council, Inc. observe its twelfth year of successful 
operation for towns in the North Country. The Council, as a regional, non-profit, public planning 
agency chartered under NH RSA 36:45, is responsible for providing assistance in local community 
planning, economic development, solid waste, transportation, and municipal services. 


In Easton, we provided information on the fire protection service levels in comparably-sized 
towns to the ad hoc Fire Committee and on handicap accessibility specifications for ramps and 
entries into public buildings. We provided draft copies of revised Subdivision Regulations and 
organizational material on master planning to the Planning Board. Easton is part of the Upper 
Grafton Solid Waste District and we have prepared sections of a solid waster plan for the District, 
including a septage disposal report. 


In economic development, the Council hosted in the spring two region-wide economic 
development conferences with over 200 business, industry and government leaders attending. 
From the conferences, regional strategies were developed to address such issues as highway 
improvements, air service, regional promotion, mechanisms for regional communication, 
development funding, and regional job expansion. As an outgrowth of these conferences, the 
Council is presently coordinating the preparation of a North Country Videotape project, which, 
when complete, will examine the potential for industry to locate in the North Country. The 
Videotape will be available to Chambers of Commerce, local development corporations, and 
municipalities in order to promote their communities to businesses looking to expand or relocate in 
the North Country. 


The Council has provided information and guidance to several towns on federal and state grant 
and loan programs. This past year saw well over $2.0 million in Community Development Block 
Grant funds come to the region for such activities as housing rehabilitation, water and sewer 
system improvements, a downtown revitalization study, an industrial park feasibility study, and 
business revolving loan funds. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and improvement in local 
land use controls. New state mandates and commercial and residential growth in several towns 
have created busy work loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many forms: 
regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance ona regular or one- 
time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. Subdivision review workshops were held in 
Littleton, Campton, and Dalton and we co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture Series in Twin 
Mountain. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns in solving local and 
regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the involvement of town officials and residents and 
look forward to assisting your town this coming year.
